Short title and commencement 


Press Accreditation Committee 


1. The Government of Goa , Daman and Diu in 
supersession of Notification dated 7th August, 1970 
published in Official Gazette Series I No. 21 dated 
20th August, 1970, hereby frames the following 
Rules, namely : 


6. The State Press Accreditation Committee shall 
be constituted of four members excluding member 
Secretary . 


2. These rules may be called the Goa , Daman and 
Diu Press Representatives Accreditation Rules , 1982, 


7. Two members will be the nominees of the All 
Goa Editors Association and two members will be 
nominees of the Goa Union of Journalists. 


3. These Rules will come into force from the date 
of their notification in the Official Gazette . 


8. The normal term of the Accreditation Com 
mittee shall be two years on the expiry of which a 
new Committee shall be constituted . 


Definition 


9. The Committee shall meet as a general rule, 
once every three months. 


4. In these Rules the following words have the 
meanings, mentioned against them unless a different 
intention appears from the subject or context : 

a ) “ State " means the Union Territory of Goa , 
Daman and Diu . 

b ) " Government" means the Government of 
Goa , Daman and Diu . 

c ) " Director" means the Director of Informa 
tion of the Government of Goa., Daman and Diu . 

d ) “ Press Representatives" means the corres 
pondent , photographer or cartoonist representing 
any newspaper , news agency , feature agency , 
news photo -agency , broadcasting concern or tele 
vision . 


10. Three members including the Member - Secre 
tary shall form a quorum of a meeting . 

11. Seven clear days notice shall be given for 
convening a meeting of the Committee . But emer 
gent meetings can , however, be held after giving a 
48 hours notice . 


12. The names of persons submitting application 
together with such other details as may be available , 
and particulars of proposals for accreditation , if 
any, shall be circulated to the members alongwith 
the notice of the meeting . In addition , the Committee 
may consider any other application for accreditation , 
about which proper intimation could not be given 
in time. 


e ). " Press Accreditation Committee " subse 
quently referred to in these Rules as " the Com 
mittee " , means the Committee constituted by the 
Government to advise the Government in respect 
of accrediting Press Representatives working at 
the headquarters of the Government . 


Application for accreditation 
13. The application for the accreditation should 
be submitted by the Editor of the newspapers , news

Conditions for accreditation 
14. The Correspondent of newspaper , news agency , 
etc. shall fulfil following conditions for accreditation . 

i) His residence should be normally in the vici 
nity of Panaji or he should submit a address in 
Panaji at the time of application for accreditation 
and thereafter during the period of accreditation . 

ii ) His full time occupation should be profes 
sional of Journalism . 

iii ) At the time of application the applicant who 
Seeks accreditation should have spent not less than 
five years in the profession of journalism or should 
be a person of sufficient experience and standing 
to be able to discharge his duties in a competent 
responsible manner , 

15. Not withstanding the provision from the clause 
( i) to ( iii ) of the rule 14 , the Committee wil be 
guided by the following to grant or recommend with 
drawal. 

a ) Regularity of newspapers /news agencies . 

b ) the applicant should satisfy the Committee 
for his accreditation , by substantiating his claim 
for accreditation with necessary paper in respect 
of salary income etc. whenever Committee requires . 


Accreditation card for press representatives 
22. Accreditation card bearing a passport size : 
photograph of the Press representatives will be 
issued to an accredited representative . The accredi 
tation card will normally be utilised for attending 
press conferences convened by the Government, 
any authorised Government officer and for entry 
into Government offices . The accreditation cards 
shall not be admissible for attending special func 
tions or conferences , where entry is covered by spe 
cial invitation cards and security passes . This card 
will entitle the holder to receive the facilities accrued 
to him by Government from time to time in respect 
of medical, transport , housing, Government accom 
modation in the Union Territory . 


List of accredited press representatives 


23. The Director shall maintain a list of accredited 
correspondents , photographers or cartoonists repre 
senting any newspaper or news agency or feature 
agency , news photo - agency , a broadcasting concern 
or television . 


Review of the list of accredited press representatives 


16. Validity of the accreatation will be for one 
year from January 1st to December 31st after which 
all cases shall be reviewed afresh , 


24. The list of accredited correspondents will be 
brought upto date once during the year by the 
Member Secretary of PAC in consultation with the 
Chairman , in the light of changes in respect of accre 
dited correspondent of outside newspapers reporters 
of dailies of this territory . 


Withdrawal of accreditation of press representatives 


17. In case of news agencies etc. the factors to be 
taken into consideration to determine accreditation 
are : 

i) Nature and type of the agency . 
ii) Method distribution of its services . 

iii ) Centre of the newspaper catered for , 
18. Bonafide journalists , who either free lance or 
who represent periodicals published at interval lon 
ger than one week shall not be accredited but they 
may at the discretion of Director of Information be 
given such facilities as felt necessary .

Number of correspondents to be accredited 
19. Newspaper or agency will not be entitled to 
have more than two accreditated Correspondents for 
the dailies published in Goa , Daman and Diu subject 
to the condition that not more than one accreditated 
reporter will claim facilities or present himself at 
any function or organised conducted tour of Govern 
ment within or outside Union Territory . 


25. A Press Representative will be liable to dis 
accreditation if : - 

a ) He uses information and facilities accorded 
to him for non - journalistic purposes : 

b ) in the course of his duties as correspondent, 
he behaves in an undignified or unprofessional 
manner . 

c ) he ignores or violates the conditions on which 
information and facilities are provided by Govern ... 
ment, or acts contrary to any provisions of these 
rules ; 

d ) he causes wilful publication of news that is 
incorrect or false , in so far as Government are 
concerned . But in case the newspaper itself is res 
ponsible and not the accredited press represen 
tatives for the wilful publication of false , malafide 
or incorrect reports , or abuse of confidence , the 
newspaper concerned will be liable to disaccredi 
tation i. e . Action under this Rule will be taken by 
the Chairman of PAC after the matter has been 
referred to him in writing by the agrieved party . 
The PAC after due study of the complaint re 
commends appropriate action to the Government 
against the concerned journalists . The Government 
decision in this regard will be final. 


Effect of accreditation 
20. Accreditation does not confer any official 
status on a correspondent. Government merely recog 
nises that one accredited correspondent represents 
the newspaper or news agency which employs him .

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Notice of termination of accreditation of a 

press representative 
26. When an accredited correspondent, photogra 
pher or cartoonist ceases to represent a newspaper , 
a news agency , a feature agency , a photo agency , 
a broadcasting concern or television on behalf of 
which he is accredited , the fact should be brought to 
the notice of the Director , in writing by the corres 
pondent, or by the Editor , or the Manager concerned , 
within fifteen days . Failing this , the matter may be 
reported to the Committee by th : Director for neces 
sary action .

27. An accredited correspondent who is conti 
nuously absent for three months from the Head 
quarters shall forfeit his accreditation .

28. Newspapers /agencies and correspondents can 
make representation to the Secretary of Information 
against any decision . Such representation should 
reach the concerned Secretary of Information to the 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu within two 
calendar months from the date on which the decision 
in question was communicated to the newspaper, 
agency or correspondent concerned . 

29. Normally the number of accredited corres 
pondents will not exceed 25 , but power shall rest 
with Government to either raise or decrease this 
number , in consultation with PAC . All these Rules 
are also applied to press photographers . 

30. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules Government shall be free to take any action 
warranted by circumstances in matters relating to 
accreditation and disaccreditation and in giving press 
facilities and in all these cases Government decision 
shall be final. 


3. Application for licensing of fishing vessels under 
section 6.- ( 1 ) Every owner of a fishing vessel 
which is mechanically propelled shall make an appli 
cation accompanied by a licence fee of Rs. 205 / - to 
the authorised officer , for the grant of a licence for 
using such fishing vessel in the specified area in 
Form A.

( 2 ) A licence in Form D shall be issued to the 
applicant on depositing of a sum not less than 
Rs. 50 / - but not more than Rs. 75 / - as may be direct 
ed by the authorised officer , es security deposit , for 
the due observance of the conditions specified in the 
licence . 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
rule net which has been registered under the Goa , 
Daman and Diu Fisheries Rules 1981, shall subject 
to the condition of depositing the security deposit, 
referred to in sub - rule ( 2 ) be deemed to have been 
licensed under these rules .
